(It 
should be remembered that Urmy 
has been in the Oakland office for 
19 years and at no time has labor 
registered a complaint against his 
services.) 

Christian said after the hearing 
he would “recommend that the per- 
sonnel board refuse to sanction the 
transfer.”

PAYROLLS HIGHEST IN HISTORY 


Factory payrolls are now at the highest level in history 
with every indication they will reach unimagined heights 
the Alexander Hamilton institute, a business research or- 
ganization, reported this week. 

April payments were declared to be 250.9 per cent 
greater than at the bottom of the depression and 17.5 per 
cent above the high-water mark in the “boom” years pre- 
ceding the depression. Over the preceding year the gain 
was 47.3 per cent. 

These percentages are distorted by the spectacular show- 
ing of defense industries, notably aviation, with a gain of 
7,243.2 per cent, the institute asserted.

The lot of the service station and 
garage employes has been consid- 
erably improved during the past 
few years, but we all know their 
wages are low enough for the time 
and work they give. If the non- 
union stations pay less than the 
union scale, then we know the non- 
junion employe is not getting any- 
where nearly a decent living wage. 


There is one effective solution to 
this—consistently patronize the sta- 
tions displaying the union shop 
card, which is the only proof that 
fair wages and decent working con- 
ditions prevail. Persistent adher- 
ence to this policy by all of union 
labor would improve the conditions 
under which these underpaid work- 
ers live.
